The  objectives  of  the  Human  Rights  and 
Multiculturalism  Education  Grant  Program 
are  to  help  Albertans: 

• to  reduce  discrimination  and  racism  or 

• to  reduce  systemic  discrimination* *  by  changing 
policies,  practices  and  procedures. 


Grant  Criteria 


Systemic  discrimination 

occurs  when  an  existing 
ractice  or  policy  - or  lack 
f a policy  - results  in  the 
exclusion  of  a specific 
roup  of  people.  This  type 
f discrimination  may  be 
intentional.  Sometimes, 
the  application  of 
eemingly  neutral  rules 
d conditions  results  in 
adverse  affects  on 
articular  people.  The 
ult  is  that  individuals 
e treated  unfairly,  or 
ot  access  the  same 
rtunities  as  others. 


All  projects  must  meet  the  following  grant 

criteria: 

• Projects  must  support  the  objectives  of 
this  program. 

• The  applicant  must  demonstrate  the 
ability  to  undertake  the  project. 

• Projects  must  address  a community  need. 

• Upon  completion  of  the  project,  the 
applicant  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
that  specific  change  has  occurred  as  a 
result  of  this  project. 

• Projects  must  demonstrate  solid  planning 
and  community  involvement. 

• Projects  should  involve  those  people  or 
communities  directly  affected  by  the 
issue. 

• Projects  should  build  upon  the  strengths 
and  resources  of  the  community  as  well  as 
the  organization. 

• Projects  should  be  developed  and 
delivered  in  ways  that  respect  cultural 
beliefs  and  practice. 

Projects  dealing  with  systemic  discrimina- 
tion must  also  meet  the  following  criteria: 

• Projects  affecting  organizational  change 
should  demonstrate  the  commitment  and 
support  of  that  organization’s  senior 
management. 

• Projects  developed  to  assist  businesses, 
institutions  and  other  service  providers  to 
improve  their  services  must  have  the 
commitment  of  the  organization  that  is 
expected  to  change. 
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The  Human  Rights  and  Multiculturalism 
Education  Grant  Program  does  not  provide 
funding  for  the  following: 

• Core  or  operational  funding 

• Projects  that  have  already  happened 

• Projects  that  create  business  gain  for  the 
applicant 

• Existing  programs  or  activities 

• Projects  that  provide  individual  client 
services 

• Projects  that  will  require  continued 
support  unless  the  application  clearly 
demonstrates  how  the  project  will  be 
sustained  without  support  from  the 
Education  Fund 

• Construction,  construction  materials  or 
the  purchase  of  capital  equipment 

• Food  and  beverages 

The  Education  Fund  usually  provides  an 
amount  equal  to  or  less  than  50%  of  the 
project  costs.  The  value  of  in-kind  goods 
and  services  that  are  directly  related  to 
the  project  may  be  combined  with  cash 
contributions  to  form  part  of  the  applicant’s 
contribution  to  project  costs. 

Volunteer  time  is  encouraged  but  should  not 
be  included  in  the  budget. 

Successful  applicants  must  acknowledge  on 
all  printed  materials  or  other  materials, 
including  publicity  that  the  Human  Rights, 
Citizenship  and  Multiculturalism  Education 
Fund  provided  funding  for  this  project. 
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How  to  apply 

1.  Contact  a consultant  with  the  Human 
Rights  and  Citizenship  Branch  to  discuss 
the  idea  for  your  project.  Contact 
information  is  listed  on  page  4. 

2.  Prepare  a draft  project  proposal  and 
budget  using  questions  (9-23)  on  the 
application  form.  Discuss  this  draft  with 
the  consultant  before  submitting  an 
application  for  financial  assistance. 

3.  Finalize  and  complete  the  application. 
Ensure  that  all  questions  (1-23)  are 
complete  and  the  required  attachments 
(financial  statement,  certificate  of 
incorporation,  bylaws,  budget,  project 
proposal)  are  included.  If  your 
submission  does  not  include  all  required 
documentation,  your  application  cannot 
be  considered. 

4.  Before  the  deadline  date,  forward  the 
entire  application  package  to  Alberta 
Community  Development  in  Calgary.

Be  sure  to  include  ALL  of  the  following  items: 

□ signed  and  completed  application  form, 
(questions  1-8) 

□ project  proposed,  (questions  9-23) 

□ a project  budget  showing  all  income  and 
expenses. 

□ a copy  of  last  year’s  financial  statement 
signed  as  audited  by  two  members  of 
your  organization  or  a financial 
statement  prepared  and  signed  by  a 
qualified  accountant. 

□ a copy  of  certificate  of  incorporation  and 
by-laws. 


Project  Assessment 

The  Human  Rights,  Citizenship  and 

Multiculturalism  Education  Fund  Advisory 

Committee  will  review  all  applications.  The 

following  key  questions  will  be  used  to 

review  the  application: 

• How  does  the  project  meet  the  objectives 
of  the  Human  Rights  and  Multiculturalism 
Education  Grant  Program? 

• Does  the  project  meet  the  criteria  of  the 
Human  Rights  and  Multiculturalism 
Education  Grant  Program? 

• What  will  change  because  of  this  project? 

• How  does  the  project  involve  those  for 
whom  the  change  is  being  proposed? 

Does  the  project  involve  those  previously 
excluded?  What  evidence  is  there  that  the 
project  has  the  support  of  those  for  whom 
the  change  is  being  proposed? 

• Is  the  project  developed  and  delivered  in  a 
manner  that  is  appropriate  to  the  groups 
affected  by  the  project? 

• In  what  ways  does  the  project  increase 
knowledge  and  skill  in  human  rights, 
diversity  or  equity?  For  example,  does  the 
project  create  material  or  resources  that 
can  be  used  by  others?  How  will  these  be 
distributed  or  shared? 

• Are  the  total  budget  and  the  amount  of 
financial  assistance  requested  reasonable? 

• Is  the  organization  capable  of  undertaking 
this  project? 

• Does  this  initiative  end  when  this  project 
is  complete?  If  not,  how  will  the  work  be 
continued? 

Funding  Considerations 

• Approximately  $650,000  is  available 
province-wide  to  support  all  eligible 
projects  each  year. 

• Successful  applicants  may  receive  either 
full  or  partial  funding  of  the  requested 
amount. 

• Grant  payments  may  be  paid  in  a lump 
sum,  or  by  installments. 
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Approval  Process 


Funding  for  projects  will  be  based  on  the 
availability  of  funds  and  on  an  assessment  of 
the  project  application.  Applicants  can 
expect  a response  to  the  application  within 
3 months  of  the  grant  application 
submission  deadline. 

1.  Immediately  following  the  deadline,  staff  of 
the  Human  Rights  and  Citizenship  Branch 
of  Alberta  Community  Development 
reviews  all  applications  for  clarity  and 
completeness,  and  to  ensure  they  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  program. 

2.  The  Human  Rights,  Citizenship  and 
Multiculturalism  Education  Fund  Advisory 
Committee  assesses  each  application  and 
makes  funding  recommendations  to  the 
Minister  of  Community  Development. 
Applications  that  are  not  complete  will 
not  be  reviewed. 

3.  The  Minister  of  Community  Development 
makes  final  funding  decisions. 

Reporting  Requirements 

Grant  recipients  are  required  to  submit  a 
project  report  and  statement  of 
expenditures  and  revenues  within  three 
months  of  the  completion  of  the  project. 

Two  copies  of  any  print,  audio  or  visual 
material  produced  with  Education  Fund 
support  must  be  provided  with  this  report. 
Your  organization  will  not  be  eligible  for 
further  funding  until  all  reporting 
requirements  are  met. 


About  the  Education  Fund 


The  Human  Rights,  Citizenship  and 
Multiculturalism  Education  Fund  receives 
an  annual  allocation  from  the  Alberta 
Lottery  Fund.  These  resources  are  used  to 
assist  all  kinds  of  educational  activities  that 
help  foster  equality,  promote  fairness  and 
encourage  access  to  programs  and  services 
for  all  Albertans.  Education  Fund  grants  are 
available  to  community  organizations,  as 
well  as  public  and  educational  institutions 
in  Alberta  that  are  undertaking  human  rights 
and  diversity  initiatives  that  lead  to  change. 

The  goals  of  the  Education  Fund  are 
as  follows:
